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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the amendment of August 31 , 2005, previous 1 02(b) rejection on 
claims 1 , 6-17 and 19 over Kawauchi'633 is hereby withdrawn. 

2. Due to newly cited prior art, the following rejection is made non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 2-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tan et 
al (JP 11-038635 and its machine-assisted English translation provided by Japan Patent 
Office). 

Full formal English translation of the Japanese document has been submitted. 
Only the machine-assisted English translation is available at this time. 

Tan teaches a positive type photosensitive lithographic printing plate, which is 
made by forming a middle layer containing polymer compound having specified 
repeating units (1 ), (2), or (3) on an aluminum substrate (which has undergone 
hydrophilicizing treatment) and then forming a positive type photosensitive layer on the 
middle layer (see abstract and claim 1 of the machine-translation). Tan teaches that his 
photosensitive layer can be imaged with infrared rays and he also teaches the use of 
semiconductor laser (see [0065] of machine-translation). As one of examples for the 
repeating units (1), (2) or (3), Tan lists the following (see [0021])

, and this repeat unit is exemplified in Tan's working example 3 as well (see Table 1 in 
[0092]). Tan teaches ([0019]) that the repeat unit (1), (2) or (3) is present in his polymer 
in the amount of more than 40 mol% preferably. Tan also teaches ([0023]) that his 
polymer has Mw of 2,000-600,000 preferably. Tan also teaches the amount of coating 
for his middle layer to be 5-50 mg/m2 preferably (see [0026]). Tan also discloses the 
following repeating unit as well
